S udd en Death of An Old Settler. 


C h arle s B. Bill of Franklin Grove 
died at his home last Wednesday, May 
9 th,aged 71 years, II months and four 
days. 
Mr. Bill wu- born in Brookfield, 
Yt., in 1825 and cam e to Illinois in 
P12, finally settling in Franklin Grove 
in 1853, which has since been his home. 
He had been twice married, and leaves 
a wife, one son and 
four daughters. 
His death was quite sudden and unex­ 
pected, of which the Franklin Grove 
Reporter says: 
*l< onsidered by all who know him as 
a man both vigorous and active for one 
of his age, the news of his death cam e 
like a sudden shock to the entire co m ­ 
munity, as but a few of the neighbors 
know that he was even complaining, 
and the immediate members of his fam ­ 
ily did not suspect that the end was so 
near. 
On Tuesday he was at the stone 
quarry, where a number of men were 
at work, 
and 
at about 3 p. in. com­ 
plained of a distress in the stomach, 
and going to a spring near by drank 
freely and lay down in the shade. 
In 
a short time he arose and went home, 
and on reaching the house, 
mixed a 
glass of saleratu s and water and drank 
it. 
It seems he had been troubled oc­ 
casionally of late with this same com ­ 
plaint and had often found relief in 
this remedy. 
But in this case the r e m ­ 
edy failed, and shortly after taking it 
he called his daughter, Mary, who w a­ 
in the garden, and who at once pro­ 
ceeded with the usual 
remedies but 
these failing to bring relief, Dr. Story 
was called in. 
He passed a restless 
nipht and in the morning was reported 
on the street as la very sick m an .’ 
T h e r e seemed little ch an ge in his con­ 
dition until nearly 10 o ’clock, when it 
; became apparen t to the family that he 
was near the verge of death, and at 10 
minutes past lo o ’clock death ensued 
with scarcely a perceptible str u g g le .” 
T h e funeral occured on Friday a fte r ­ 
noon from the Methodist church: Mrs. 
W a r n e o f Ch icago conducting the s e r ­ 
vice.

P resident McKinley, 
who learned 
only a few days ago from his represent­ 
atives in Cuba th a t A m erican citizens 
th e re are suffering for food, shelter, 
and clothing, sent to congress on Mon­ 
day a message pointing out this fact and 
asking an im m ediate appropriation of 
$50,000 for relief. A resolution m aking 
this appropriation was offered in the 
senate by a republican as soon as the 
reading of th e message was finished, 
and passed by a unanimous vote. 
A 
sim ilar resolution was offered in th e 
House by Mr. Hitt, a Uepublican, as 
soon as the reading of th e message was 
finished, but its im m ediate consider­ 
ation objected to 
by 
Congressman 
Bailey, the alleged leader of th e dem- 
ooratic party in the House. 
'I hat any 
m an representing only his own con­ 
gressional district or himseif individ­ 


u a l l y could have throw n himself be­ 
tween 800 suffering A m erican citizens 
and relief freely offered by the Gov­ 
ernm ent of th e U nited States seems 
incredible, but th a t a man professing 
to speak for a great party could have 
done so is even more astonishing. 
B ut 
it is a fact, nevertheless, and Mr. 
Bailey was successful in preventing 
th e passage of the m easure for at least 
th re e days. 
W hy? 
Upon th e 
alleged 
ground 
th a t he wanted to couple with it legis­ 
lation recognizing the belligerency of 
th e Cubans. 
In point of fact it wat a 
political trick to try to restore himself 
in the graces of the democracy, wh ch 
had been accusing him of subserviency 
to Speaker Reed and his methods. 
Mr. Bailey was willing t stand between 
800 suffering and starving A m erican 
citizens and relief for an indefinite 
lengh to f time, for the sake of again 
m aking himself solid with the democ­ 
racy. 
He knew th a t the House of 
R epresentatives would not pass a reso­ 
lution recognizing the belligerency of 
th e Cubans in the short space of time 
th a t it vijas necessary to pass the rc.ief 
r ‘solution. 
T he senate has been de­ 
bating th a t ’cind of a resolution lor not 
only days, but weeks and months. 
So 
his demand th a t th e resolution of the 
r ecognition of belligerency should be 
coipled wilh th a t of 
appropriating 
money for im m ediate relief was n< t 
only unnecesssary but 
unreasonable 
and sure to cause delay to the relief 
measure, yet since it would a ttra c t a t­ 
tention to Mr. 
Bailey and possibly 
reingratiate him in the regard of the 
democracy, the hundreds of A m erican 
citizens can starve while Mr. Bailey 
thus masquerades. 
T he general feeling here is th a t the 
party or th e individual th a t attem pts 
to gain notoriety by this sort of a per­ 
formance will subject itself to th e m er­ 
ited contem pt of the A m erican people.

England, the m unicipal service is on the 
whole fairly well paid. Salaries of tow n 
clerics range from £ 800 in towns of a 
population of 80,000 to £ 1,7 50 paid by 
M anchester, w hich has a population of 
600,000, w hile m unicipal engineers are 
p;ud all the w ay up from £ 200 in tow ns 
of 20,000 to £ 1,000 a y ear paid by each 
of the m unicipalities of M anchester, 
Liverpool and Newcastle. 
Lor these salaries the councils usually 
dem and all the tim e of their servants. 
A lawy er or an engineer m ay do better 
as a private practitioner, but in the 
m unicipal service he is sure of his posi­ 
tion and J)is pay , and if w ill he his own 
fau 11 it lie has not so organized his office 
and trained assistants tha t he can hold 
on to his position well on into an old 
• ge. 
A dvancing y ears m ay tell against 
a man for appointm ent to it m unicipal 
office, but old age is seldom m ade the 
excuse for ge tting rid of a town clerk or 
a m unicipal engineer. Most of them die 
in harness, draw ing full pay . 
I lie kuI ordinate clerk ships under flu* 
m unicipalities are not m uch better paid 
flam clerk ships in law and m ercantile 
offices. 
T he reason why theso positions 
are prized is that in such a position n 
m an regards him self as phici d for life 
and is consequently in the enjoy m ent of 
that feeling of settlem ent and that a b ­ 
sence of w orry as to the future w hich 
ire so dear to m iddle class Englishm en. 
Excellent m en of their class hold these 
positions. 
T heir abilities and their re­ 
spectability w ould bring them (lie same 
salaries els* whoie, m inus only the fixity 
of tenure w hich attaches to all grades 
of flit* m unicipal service. 
rJ best* subor­ 
dinates, lik e their superiors in the paid 
m unicipal service, vote at all elections 
¡ik e other citizens. They never attem pt 
to conceal how they vote, but the recur­ 
ring eject ions give ris< to no pleasurable 
* xpectations or disturbing apprehensions 
of anv k ind on their part. They are nev 
er active in rI m> m unicipal cam paigns 
and would as sot in expect to encounter 
a highw ay m an in flu* town u< a collect­ 
or seek ing com n hut ions to 
fund .— H a rpe r’s Week ly .
